Illegal Stoves 
In Many Schools 


School directors were notified by 
the state department of health to­ 
day of the necessity of complying 
with th at provision of the Penn­ 
sylvania school code which prohibits 
directors permitting the use of a 
common stove for the heating any 
school room unless such stove is in 
part enclosed within a shield or 
jacket. 
A recent investigation in ­ 
volving 5377 schools showed th at 
1506 were equipped with jacketed 
stores, 725 with illegal unjacketed 
stoves and 1893 were provided with 
ventilating heaters. 
In urging compliance with this 
regulation, Dr. J. Bruce McCreary. 
deputy secretary of health, said that 
recent death of a school child caused 
by improper protection of the school 
stove which made it possible for her 
dress to come incontact with the 
stove is sufficient reason for strong­ 
ly urging that all school directors 
comply with the regulation and that 
they instruct teachers and janitors 
to see th at the door to the shield 
is kept closed at all times. 
“The jacketed stove not only pro­ 
vides a protection to the children's 
lives but also insures a better circu­ 
lation of heat in the school room.

A warning on swimming dangers 
was issued today by Dr. J. Bruce Mc- 
Creary, deputy secretary of health. 
He said that while there has been a 
\ decrease in Pennsylvania drownings 
in the more receent years, the figure 
is still high for this type of acci­ 
dent. 
“While 
undoubtedly the large 
number of outdoor pools and super­ 
vision at 
beaches have 
played a 
part in reducing the number of ac­ 
cidental drownings in Pennsylvania, 
the fact remains that four hundred 
persons lost their lives last year 
while swimming,” said Doctor Mc- 
Creary. 
“Too frequently it is the so-called 
experienced swimmer who becomes 
a victim of his over confidence and 
thus ventures beyond his capacity. 
Again swimmers between the ages 
of IO and 19 are outstanding as vic­ 
tims of swimming accidents. 
In­ 
vestigation reveals that lack of re­ 
spect for deep water indicated by 
rocking the boat as well as other 
childish pranks are responsible for 
many drowning fatalities. 
Supervision Best 
“It invariably pays to swim under 
supervision rather than in isolated 
spots, whether in the sea, lake or 
river. It also would be well if the 


so-called expert were inclined to un­ 
derestimate rather than overvalue 
his swimming prowess. 
It 
need 
scarcely be added that those riding 
in a canoe or boat should respect 
its capsizing possibilities and govern 
themselves accordingly. 
“Swimming is an ideal recreation 
under proper safeguards and con­ 
ditions. However, accidental deaths 
will reach In the hundreds again 
this year, as in past years, unless 
thoughtless swimmers and canoeists 
very definitely mend their ways.”

| slight irritation of short duration. 


Upon people with highly sensi­ 
tive skins, the poison may act so 
virulently as to upset their health 
completely, 
though 
temporarily. 
Severe cases of poisoning may cause

Such cases require the advice and 
treatm ent of a physician. 
Usually the only treatm ent used

The treasury of the United States 
Golf association has been hard hit 
within the last two years, due first 
to the retirement of the greatest 
“gate" attraction in the game’s his­ 
tory.
